Ho 
said if the steamers cutiscd stopping at 
Honolulu and made the run direct to San 
Diego the run could bo made from Auck- 
land in 15 to 16 days, or twenty days 
from Sydney. He then said, "I believe 
the Atchison road offer to carry mails 
from San Diego to Now York-in four days, 
which would give thirty days from Sydney 
to London and twenty-six days from 
Auckland to London through tho United 
States. This beats anything that can be 
offered by the Canadian Pacific. Tho 
Atchison would have an advantage over 
the Canadian line in the absence of 
snow blockades which were so veiy bad 
through Canada. If San Diego wero made 
the mail terminus, steamers would come 
on here afterwards, and San Francisco 
trade would not be interfered with. It 
would be an advantage to San Diego and 
Log Angeles, as passengers might land 
there before coming on here."

The new steamer " Premier," built for 
the Canadian Pacific Navigation company, 
was successfully launched at tho docks of 
the Union Iron works this afternoon.

A Terrible Storm. 

Pittsburg, July 20. —Tho protracted 
hot spoil was broken to-night by the 
heaviest storm known hero since the groat 
Butcher's Rim disaster thirteen years ago, 
when nearly 200 people wore drowned. 
Fortunately to-night's was not attended 
by any fatalities. As far as could bo 
learned at midnight the damage to prop- 
erty, however, was very heavy, and* will 
reach at least 8100,000. The storm 
broke over the city about 7 o'clock, and 
in two hours two and a half inches of rain 
had fallen. The water poured down the 
hill streets, flooding the collars and 
washing away the foundations of 
houses. In tho hill districts many 
houses were rendered unsafe and several 
were completely wrecked. At Butcher's 
Run sowers became clogged up and the 
water overflowing tilled the houses to tho 
depth of several feet. No one was injur- 
ed, however, but a number of houses wore 
washed from thcii foundations. Outside 
tho city the small streams overflowed 
their banks, doing great damago. Tho 
telegraph wires are down in all directions 
and heavy washouts are reported on the 
railroads leading east and west from this 
city. At midnight the rain was still fall- 
ing, with indications for its continuance 
all night. The mercury touched i)3° this 
afternoon, but fell 23° before eleven 
o'clock to-night. Five fatal cases of sun- 
stroke occurred during the day.

B. Lowing and 
Orth H. Stein, at once wont gunning for 
Juan S. Hart, editor of the Times, who 
happened to bo out of tho city. Upon his 
return on Monday he was welcomed by 
the lnlcr livpvhlic. in a leading editorial 
calling him a "liar, poltroon and a cur." 
This was more than Hart could stand, and 
arming himself wiib a shotgun, he started 
out with an employe of his named 
Wimberly, who was armed with a 
revolver, and whose mission was to 
see that both Lowing and Stein did not 
attack Hurl . Stein was mot on the st reet 
near a stairway and Hart ordered him to 
throw up his hands. Instead of doing so 
Stein ran up stairs. At this point an 
oflicor appeared and arrested Stein, Hart 
and Wimberly and placed them under 
bonds to keep the peace for a year. Dur- 
ing all this time Hart stood across the 
street and did not interfere. Stein was 
brought here about a year ago charged 
with forging a check on the New York 
Sun. He lay in jail here until about 
May 1st, when ho was released on bail 
awaiting trial. A requisition from the 
governor of Mississippi, where Stein is 
wanted on another charge of forgery, 
wails the disproval of the case hero. 
Stein killed a man at Kansas City a foo, 
years ago and has a bad record in many 
localities in the vest.

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GLADSTONE AA'D UNITY. 

Mr, Gladstone is to be opugratulated 
upon lii.s strung convictions in favor of 
preserving the unity of the British Em- 
pire. During his sojourn in Wales lie 
made several allusions to the subject, and 
although it would be idle to ignore the 
differences of opinion which exist as to his 
policy for securing that unity, no one in- 
terested in the imperial federation ques- 
tion can afford to disregard the adhesion 
to its ranks of one of the most famous 
statesmen of the age. We reproduce the 
passages in which Sir, Gladstone announc- 
ed his acceptance of its principles, with all 
his wonted enthusiasm and wealth of 
language. In the course of his journey 
to Swansea, Mr. Gladstone said, speaking 
at Llandillo station: 

"lam Biiro of this, that the people of Wales 
do not for one moment believe the preposterous 
and absurd statement llial we are persons en- 
gaged in dissolving and breaking up the British 
Empire, On the contrary, wo are engaged in 
tigli telling (lie bond and eon tinning I lie founda- 
tions ot iliat great union — doud cheers)— be- 
cause we hold iliat the essential conditions thai 
bind together any people who are to he lirtnly 
associated in one political structure are not 
simply in the Statute Hook but in the hearts 
ami infections of the people. (Loud cheers.) A 
statute is a very good thing it'll i-- conformable 
to those ullbcUons and those convict ions. Hut 
if the slat utc due- not express them, it t he sta- 
tute has hern fuultil) made and is unwisely 
maintained in its present form, then the lu st 
waj is to seek us carefully and us prudently as 
you can to bring about that union of hearts, and 
to trust in that union of hearts for the fortunes 
of the future. We ale laboring, gentlemen, for 
the fortunes of the empire, which undoubted!) 
does contain this one weak point in it. that Ire- 
lnnd is not at present associated with us as she 
outcht to he in tne bonds of affection." 

Again, speaking at .Singleton Abbey, he 
stated that the objects which he had in 
view were "'the greatness of the umpire, 
the solidity ot' the empire, and the true 
cohesion of the empire." And at the con- 
clusion of his remarks he said: 

"1 mean to act upon that which I really re- 
commend to all others namely, to go forward 
to the realization ot the great objects we have 
in view, objects which 1 may well call sacred, 
by the application of every principle that de- 
termines right and wrong In the transact ions of 
mankind, and to believe that with respect to 
the details and the secondary arrangements, 
Important as they may bo, which group them- 
selves round the greater purposes, we shall be 
well able, if we use common prudence and sa- 
gacity, if we do not like them, at the proper 
time in adjust t hem also, and I hat , by t he bless- 
ing of tho Almighty, that which has heretofore 
been true of England- that the sun never sets 
on the empire of the queen will he true in this 
richer anil truer sense, thai it shall never set on 
an empire which is not only vast in geographi- 
cal extent, bin strongly united in the hearts 
and minds of all those who people it. 

Finally, addressing a crowded meeting 
at Carditf, Mr. Gladstone said, "Whatw 
have in view is the unity of this empire." 
Will the veteran statesman throw his 
marvellous energy into the cause of 
pedal federation, leaving the arena of 
party politics to men who have not yet 
earned the repose which is so justly his 
due / In the advocacy of its principles, 
he will lilld a task worthy of bis splendid 
(lowers, and will have the satisfaction of 
devoting himself to an object, in which 
"none are for party, but all are for tin- 
state." Rescued from the Ileal of painful 
controversy, working in unison with the 
most distinguished politicians on both 
sides of the house, towards the realization 
of the grandest ideal of our times, lie 
would be invested with a higher dignity | 
than the ablest patty leader can ever at- 
tain; for his name would bo handed down 
to posterity as a benefactor of that mighty 
empire of whose unparalleled expansion 
he has witnessed so large a share. 



PROF. TYND ALL'S BAjNQOET; 

The banquet to Professor Tyndall, un- 
der the fitting chairmanship of the Presi- 
dent of the Royal Society, and in the pre- 
sence of the largest assemblage which 
space permitted of men who had 
rendered themselves notable in (lie pur- 
suit and application of tho most diverse 
forms of knowledge, w.-ta an occasion al- 
most, if not altogether, without precedent 
in tho annals of science. An Irishman by 
birth, for Dr. Tynda.ll hails from County 
Carlow, where he was born in 1K20, he 
started in humble life with no favors from 
fortune. Down to 1844, bis youth and 
tirst manhood were passed with little refer- 
ence to the subjects which were after- 
wards to engross him; but in 18-17 lie 
obtained ]iis fiLrsr scientific appoint- 
ment in Queen wood College, and 
after this he definitely entered 
the path of philosophy and physics. 
The universities of Marburg and Berlin 
taught the young Irishman all they knew 
by the lectures of Buiiseu and Magnus: 
and, guided by them and the discoveries 
of Faraday, lie worked hard and success- 
fully at diamaguetisin and the magnetic 
and optical properties of crystals, elect- 
ed a Fellow of the Royal Society in 1853, 
he went to Switzerland shortly afterwards 
with Professor Huxley, and there they 
studied the phenomena of the high Alps, 
and the slow bul wonderful motion of 
glaciers. On one occasion during those 
investigations Tyndall spent three days 
and three nights in blinding snow, that lie 
might measure the winter movements of 
tho Mor do Glace. He has never lost his 
love for the "Playground of Europe," 
which bis genius turned into a laboratory 
of science for upon t hose great mountains 
he tried a hundred experiments on the 
purity of the upper air, its color, its prop- 
erties, tho forms of water in snow and 
ice and neve, the passage of sounds, 
the genesis of crystals, and the 
germ-theory. Absorbed in such pursuits 
and the fascinating problems arising from 
them, I >r. Tyndall has had no time to be- 
come rich; and the governments of tin- 
day have had no souse, apparently, to see 
the absurdity of raising from time to time 
a squad of mediocre men to honor, while 
such as he remains umlecorated and un- 
titled. Perhaps he scorns distinctions 
shared with the motley crew, as he mark- 
ed his disregard of wealth when, having 
cleared fifteen thousand dollars by his 
American lectures, he handed over the 
entire sum to educational authorities in 
the United States to establish a fund for 
the assistai cc of students in physical 
science. Save for the honors bestowed 
mi liitn by the University of Oxford, and 
when he entered the Royal Society in 
1853, he remains plain John Tyndall.

THE ROYAL CASTE. 

Ah occasion like the Jubilee brings oul 
very sharply the singular social position 
of the royal caste of Kurope. The ;aste, 
which consists essentially of two families 
or clans, all the Catholic and all the Pro- 
testant loyalties being more or less close- 
ly related either by marriage oi by blood, 
is glowing numerous, is more prominent 
owing to the increase of inter-cominuiiica- 
tion, and lends to become a minute but 
closely knit aristocracy, claiming, and in 
certain ways securing, a position greatly 
above that of the European nobility. The 
precedence of its members, besides being 
uncontested, as that of no noble is, is 
European instead of local, and is accom- 
panied, and as it were, marked by a de- 
ferential and even slavish respect, which 
was once paid also to the nobles, but is 
now in their case slowly but perceptibly 
dying away. No noble is now beyond the 
law, as some of the princes, at 
least C. ;/,, the heads of t he mediatised 
families - undoubtedly are, a point tested 
only recently, when the oldest h ugger, a 
Jesuit priest, as a prince of the empire 
defied the law decreeing the expulsion of 
his order, It is a curious mark of grade, 
hut it is a very red one, that on t he con- 
tinent of Europe a prii.ee is the only man 
except a priest who cannot be compelled 
to accept a challenge, lie has theoreti- 
cally no equal except in his own caste, 
and even imperious military opinion 
acknowledges his exemption. Certain 
forms, too, are observed in receiving and 
in addressing royalties ulueii ate not 
maintained for any other human beings, 
and they are waited on even by nobles as 
gentlemen would be ashamed to wait on 
the members of any other class. Though, 
as a rule, not wealthy, and undisting- 
uished either by intellectual ability or 
service to tho states to which they belong, 
they are everywhere treated as "the 
first," and maintain, without exciting 
envy, an oxclusivenoss as rigid as that of 
Indian Brahmins or pious Jews. They 
marry only among themselves; they claim 
and enforce a special marriage privilege, 
which is, in fact, a right to have their rec- 
ognized concubines acknowledged by so- 
ciety ituid though thofortunoBsomeof them 
possess arc distributed with a strange in- 
equality, and they begin to be solicitous 
for wealth, yet they resist with immova- 
ble tenacity what must be tin: severe 
temptation to absorb thogreatheirosses of 
European society, A Uolonjia may marry 
the daughter of the greatest of American 
money-makers, and the derogation is for- 
given for the gain; hut the poorest Ho- 
henzollern or Bourbon may not. stoop to 
the most beautiful or accomplished lady 
of many millions. They begin mure and 
nioro to associate only with oacb other, 
roaming over Europe to avoid the tedium 
of a too contracted social circle; and at all 
ceremonial functions they supersede alike 
thu nobles and statesmen. In the arrange- 
ment for the Jubilee, lor example, 
"the Princes," known and unknown, il- 
lustrious and obscure, were mil alike in front 
and the great nobles and high-placed per- 
sonages of the realm, Boldiors or states- 
men or diplomatists were all relegated to 
the crowd. No noble except Lord Lome 
appeared in tho royal procession as an in- 
vit-td guest, and the exception only made 
tho rnlo nioro conspicuous.

The cashier cashed their ' cheques ua fast 
as the money could be counted out, but 
still the run continued, and outsiders 
came into town to be on hand when the 
bunk opened next morning. Reassuring 
telegrams were received, however, and 
tho bank is held in higher estimation than 
ever. 

Ex-president McLellan, of the Mari- 
time Dank, was released at St. John and 
slipped out by the night train, no person 
knows where. Ho eluded tho railway 
gateman and appeared anxious to avoid 
observation. He was released because 
no person would make a complaint against 
him. It is said that two sets of books 
discovered by the liquidators hastened his 
exit. 

The residence of Bon. W. E. Parley, 
at Blissvillc. Sunbury Co., together with 
barns and all of tho outbuildings, was de- 
stroyed by lire. 

NOVA SCOTIA. 
News has been received of the death of 
Bat. McKay, in Texas, eldest son of the 
late N. L. McKay, of Sydney. It appears 
that young McKay, who is on a ranche 
in that far-oil' region, while in com- 
pany with a number of companions, were 
attacked by Indians, and although they 
made a gallant defence they were over- 
powered, quite a number of both sides be- 
ing killed, pool' McKay among the num- 
ber, lie left home last summer, shortly 
after the death of his father. Ho was 19 
years old. 

QUEBEC. 

While a laborer named Lemieux was 
engaged in arranging grass plots around 
the local legislature grounds at Quebec, 
he dug up the skeleton of a child, which 
lias been handed over to the coroner. 

Some days ago t wo men wore killed at 
the G. T. H. crossing at Cote St. Caul, a 
few miles from Montreal. Tho coroner's 
jury returned a verdict of manslaughter 
and culpable negligence against the rail- 
way company.

THE C. P. R. 

Have Not Yet Forwarded the New Tariff of 
Freight Kat<'8. 

An Ottawa dispatch to tho Mail says : 
Just before prorogation last session Mr. 
Mara, the member from Yale, B.C., asked 
the minister of railways ii the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company had submitted 
its new tariff of freight rates in the North- 
west and British Columbia for the approv- 
al of tho government. To this question 
Mr. Pope replied in the negative, adding 
that he had requested the company to for- 
ward tho tariff to him. The advocates of 
disallowance are now urging that as 
the government has declined to sane 
tion the tariff of rates for a longer period 
than a year, requiring tho tariff to be sub- 
mitted for approval every twelve months, 
the Manitobans can therefore obtain re- 
dress for any substantial injustice in the 
matter of transportation charges by repre- 
sentation to tho company and the govern- 
ment. The trouble, however, is that the 
company does not appear to bo in any 
great hurry to submit its tariff for approv- 
al, and if any injustice exhibits itself un- 
der tho rates lately adopted tho forwarders 
will have to suffer for the present. Al- 
though it is nearly a month since proro- 
gation took place, Mr. Pope's request, I 
am assured has not yet been attendod to. 

A DOUBLE MURDER. 

Two Young Ladles Horribly Mangled In Their 
Bedroom. 

Chicago, July 15. — The Ti>nes Gaines- 
ville (Tex.) special of July 13th says:- 
Last night Miss Maggie Bostwick, aged 
10 years, and Miss Geneal Watkins, a 
young lady of Dallas. Tex. , visiting her, 
retired to their room in a one-story cot- 
tage in this city. At 2 o'clock this morn- 
ing Mrs. Bostwick was awakened by a 
struggle in tho ladies' room, and reached 
tho room just in time to see a man leap 
through the window. Both young ladies 
were weltering in blood and unconscious, 
their skulls having been beaten in with a 
hatchet. One has died and the other will 
not live through the night. There is no 
clue to thr perpetrator.

south. It also describes the land ami 
freshwater inollusks of California, Ore- 
gon, Washington, Idaho, Utah and No- 
vada; thus making it of use as a reference 
book for tho interior, as well as along the 
sea coast. Tho nearly two hundred en- 
gravings have all been drawn from nature, 
expressly for this work, and wnile mater 
ially increasing its cost, the}' even more 
increase its value. To adapt the book to 
younger students, it is written in a simple 
style, the names of the species are ex- 
plained and tho pronunciation is indi- 
cated. A key for tho analysis of shells, 
and n biographical index of naturalists 
are new and helpful features. There is 
also a glossary for beginners, and a rare 
fully prepared check list for collectors. 
It is most, desirable that tho children and 
yout h of our Western Slope should become 
interested in and intelligently acquainted 
with the rich and varied forms of life 
which are resting or moving all around 
them.

BSVI1UALT _GEAVING DOCK. 

Successful Opening of .the Pock Yester- 
day Afternoon; 



H. M. S. Cormorant Safely Docked -Tlie Kveut 
Witnessed by a liiirge Concourse— Con- 
gratulations, Etc, 



, 

Yesterday afternoon at throe o'clock 
was sot apart for tliu formal opening of 
the Esqumialt graving dock. Before that 
time had, arrived a largo concourse of 
citizens had assembled, among whom 
were representatives of the Dominion se- 
nate and parliament, tho Provincial gov- 
ernment and assembly, the civic council, 
and a large number of leading citizens, 
together with a sprinkling of tho fair sex. 
No particular arrangements bail been 
made and the opening was an unostenta- 
tious one. Shortly after three o'clock 
tho auxiliary engine of the dock was put 
in motion and connection made with the 
caisson, which barred tho entrance to the 
dock. When in position this important 
part of the dock has a roadway above 
with iron railing to allow carriage and 
foot passengers to cross over. It is so ar- 
ranged that this bridge closes noiselessly 
down and with the ciiason passes into 
tho chamber, leaving the. entrance 
free* of. any obstruction. Tho perfect 
working of the mechanicism yesterday 
called forth many favorable remarks from 
the onlookers, it moving liku clockwork, 
as it passed into the chamber, the time 
taken in this operation being about two 
and a half minutes. 

While this was going on, Larkin, Con- 
nolly <S Co.'s steamer Lottie had got 
alongside 11. M. S. Cormorant, anchored 
a short distance outside, and the anchor 
being raised she slowly moved toward 
the entrance. Just as she reached it the 
Triumph's baud struck up a lively air, thu 
whistles of the various engines and tugs 
of the contractors shrieked a welcome, 
and tho crowd sent up an enthusiastic 
cheer and the Union Jack was run up at 
the tlag-stail at the contractors' office. 
Tied across the inner face of the entrance 
was a band of wide blue ribbon, on the 
centre of which Wan a bouquet of 
Bowers. The vessel in passing in part- 
ed this, and the ribbon was secured 
and cut into souvenirs of the event. 
In a few minutes the Cormorant was in 
her position in the dock, hawsers were 
attached to the shore, and a gangway run 
aboard, so that all who wished might visit 
her. Immediately the dock was cleared of 
the tug and other boats, the caisson 
was again mo\ od into position, working 
us perfectly an before, and after being 
secured in its place the ponderous pump- 
ing engines were started in motion by the 
gentle hands of Mrs. Jos. Trutchand Miss 
Uavey. The immense volume of water 
ejected by tho pumps soon made ' a per- 
ceptible lessening of tin; 29 feet registered 
within the dork. Their working was watch- 
ed by a large number of spectators, the 
machinery, though of rather old pattern, 
running noiselessly and well. The modus 
operandi of docking a vessel having been 
satisfactorily accomplished tho crowd dis- 
persed. 

Although no particular arrange- 
ments were made, the affair passed 
olf very successfully, there not 
being a hitch in entering the Cor- 
morant into the dock, Captain Nic- 
holls handling her ina masterly way. and 
Mr. Bennett, resident engineor,aiid Mr. P. 
Connolly, the resident contractor, having 
every possible contingency provided for. 
Hon. Jos. Trutch, C.M.G., who has also 
evinced unwearying interest in the pro- 
gress of the work, was also present to aid 
in tho event. 

At the office of the contractors, after the 
pumps had commenced their work of 
emptying the dock, Mr. P. Connolly en- 
tertained in his generous stylo a number 
of the gentlemen more particularly con 
noctod with the progress of the work. 
During this entertainment Mr. Speaker 
Pooley proposed the health of the contrac- 
tors, in his happy style referring to the 
fact that they had come amongst us as 
strangers and had won the confidence and 
respect of the business and general com- 
munity. They had carried successfully to 
completion a great wmk that bad pre- 
viously dragged through many years. 
He had to congratulate the Dominion, the 
province and the contractors to-day upon 
having witnessed the docking of the first 
vessel in the Esquimalt graving dock. In 
proposing the toast, which was drunk 
w ith all honors, Mr. Speaker coupled the 
name of their host, Mr. P. Connolly. 

The latter in responding, thanked them 
heartily, and said it could not be ex- 
pected that he would make a speech, for 
tho linn could only afford one orator, 
Capt. Larkin, and he, unfortunately, was 
unavoidably absent to-day. (Applause.) 
Blithe could thank them heartily on be- 
half of the firm, and trusted thai, the 
province, to which he had grown quite 
attached, would favor them with further 
opportunities of work. (Cheers.) 

Hon. Jos. Trutch, C. M. (J., said that 
it was but just that he should commend 
one, whom he might say had grown gray 
during tin; construction of the great work. 
He referred to Mr. Bennett, tho resident 
engineer, who, throughout the many 
changes that had occurred from tlie be- 
ginning of the work until its present 
happy completion, had always evidenced 
a marked ability and unflagging zeal. 
To him much credit was due for the SUC- 
mccessful consummation of the work to- 
lay by the entry of the first vessel. He 
therefore proposed his health. The toast 
was heartily drank by the company. 

Mr. Bennett in replying thanked them 
for their good wishes. He had ever en- 
deavored to do his duty faithfully and 
well, and if he had succeeded to their 
general satisfaction it was very gratifying 
to him. Although tho Dominion had 
completed the work at first assumed by 
the province, he believed the latter would 
regret parting with it, for he had no 
doubt the dock would prove a financial 
HiiccosB. The Quebec dock was netting 
$900 per day, and had more work on hand 
than could bo attended to. Ho would 
again thank them for the manner in which 
they drank his health. 

After other conversation of a cheerful 
and complimentary character, tho com- 
pany dispersed with three cheers for Mr. 
Connolly. 

And thus pleasantly ended the event of 
docking Hie Cormorant. This vessel is 
170 foot long, and in tho large basin look- 
ed quite diminutive in appearance, It, 
will take about four weeks to make the 
necessary repairs to her hull. It is un- 
derstood that after the Cormorant 
loaves the dock H, M. S. Triumph will 
enter it. 

The contractors retain direction of tho 
thick until after six months have expired 
from its being accepted by the Dominion 
authorities.

COMMUNICATIONS. 

From R. U. Brown, asking for permis- 
sion to lay a watur pipe on Dallas road, 
near Beacon .Hill park. Granted. 

From A. DeCosines, saying he was unx- 
ioua to see the sidewalk on Cormorant 
stroet, near Douglas, open for the con- 
venience of foot passengers, as it was con- 
.iiiually blocked. Uoforred to tho police 
committee. ■ 

From T. Doasy, tendering his resigna- 
tion us sanitary officer. Accepted. 

From John McDonald, asking if ho 
could have a small piece of grounu on the 
southeast aide, of Bunstor rocks to erect 
a fish Htoro. Becoived and filed. 

From twenty-three ratepayers on the 
north-west portion of James Bay, com- 
plaining of the insufficient supply of water 
and asking thai: a larger pipe be laid down 
and until it is done a reduction be made 
in their water rates.

The water committee reported on Dr. 
Powell's complaint about the water ser- 
vice to his residence, and said that gen- 
tleman was now getting an adequate sup- 
ply, and that Air. J. W. Martin bo per- 
mitted to carry water from a hydrant to 
his premises on the Esquimalt road. 

The water committee s report wits read 
by Coun. Pcarse. It was a length}' ducu- 
mont which showed careful and studied 
preparation, giving a clear and concise 
opinion of the committee of tho various 
schemes before the council on the water 
works question. At the conclusion of the 
report the councillor entered into various 
details, explaining his and Coun. Grant's 
position and he urged the other members 
of the board not to delay the matter any 
hmger than they could hell). conclu- 
sion he moved the adoption of tho report. 

Coun. Grant, in seconding, spoke on 
the subject at length, and reviewed the 
past actions of the committee. 

Coun. Braden moved that the report be 
received and tiled. Ho also spoke at 
length on the subject, and said if Coinis. 
Grant and Pearso had boon at the meet- 
ing held on Monday night they would 
have brought, in a far different report. 

Coun. Harris seconded the motion, and 
compared Mr. Hendry's scheme with that 
of Mr. Boll. 

Coun. Higgins was extremely sorry that 
tho matter was to be delayed another 
week. He had come to the meeting with 
the full intention to move a resolution 
with regard to a linal settlement of the 
question. 

His Worship said he saw that the ques- 
tion would nevor bo concluded by the 
council. As mayor of the council he was 
prepared to resign his seat if tho council- 
lors would hand in their resignations to 
him, and go before the people on that 
subject. He would pay tho cost of an 
election of mayor; then the Rev. Mr. 
Starr, or any other man, would seo if they 
could defeat him or not. 

Coun. Grant was prepared to withdraw 
the report if Coun. Pearso was willing. 
Ho would refer to the books and then the 
people could see who had caused the de- 

His Worship again asked if any of the 
councillors were willing to hand in their 
resignations, lie saw plainly that noth- 
ing more could bo done. He was willing 
to resign and pay his part of tho election. 

Coun. Grant was prepared to resign, 
and would have clone so long ago if it hud 
not been that tho city would have been 
put lo the expense of another election. 
Before ho resigned, though, he would like 
to vote on the water works question. 

Coun. Higgins— (Hear, hear,). That's 
just my opinion, but.l think it would ho 
bettor to get the vote of tho ratepayers 
aye or nay to Hendry's scheme. 

Coun. Coughlan then asked the board 
if they were aware that there was only 
one scheme before the council and that 
was rtendrj's. The council were not 
tied to that scheme though. 

The report of tho water committee was 
ordered to be printed so that each coun- 
cillor can have a copy for perusal, and at 
tho next meeting it. is expected some con- 
clusion will bo arrived at. 

POSTAL DELIVERY. 

Coun. Harris drew attention to his mo- 
tion some time ago that the streets he 
named and the houses numbered. It was 
explained that tho streets committee had 
taken the mat tor under consideration and 
it was found that, there wore not enough 
funds to permit of tho work being done. 

Tho council then • adjourned at 10:30 
o'clock.
